Eisenhower

WASHINGTON (API—Presideni 


Eisenhower today voiced bcliei 
that some American planes have 
been lured across Iron Curtain 
country borders by false radio 
(ignals. 


Eisenhower told a news confer- 


ence thai American pilots have 
strict orders not to play a fox and 
hound game by flying along Go- 
viet borders in order to gain in- 
telligence information. 


The President was asked wheth- 


er there had been occasions in 
which U.S. planes such as the un- 
armed transport reported shot 
down by the Soviets last Sepelm- 
her had been trying to draw So- 
viet fighters into the air. 


Issued Strict Orders 


The President replied firmly he 


had issued very strict orders some 
time ago against any such tactics. 


He went on to say that Ameri- 


can planes sometimes crossed the 
borde'r due to navigational errors. 


And, he added, he believes false 


radio signals once in a while have 
drawn U.S. planes over Soviet or 
satellite territory. 


But for American planes to do 


anything to cause Soviet fighters 
to scramble in defense is strictly 
against orders, he said.

Certainly, Eisenhower said, he 


would want a more official invita- 
tion than that—and a more per- 
tuasive one. 


TORNADO—All of the govern- 


ment's emergency facilities have 
been alerted to lend a hand in 
providing help in tornado-hit St. 
Louis. Eisenhower said disaster 
relief experts already have been 
sent into the area by the office 
of. civilian and defense mobili- 
zation.

said the situation, which started! 
with last year's recession, is slow 
in-'improving and there still is a 
good bit of spotty unemployment. 


Eisenhower challenged a report- 


er's remark that unemployment, 
has climbed back to about five 
million. The President said job- 
lessness totals about 300,000 less- 
or about 4,700,000. 


The Labor Department's month- 


ly report on the employment sit- 
uation had not been released at 
the time of the news conference, 
but .Eisenhower obviously had al- 
ready seen it. 


FOREIGN AID-Any cut in the

The, Veto Again 


WHEN EXPERTS agreed al Gen- 


eva last summer that detection of nu- 
clear explosions is feasible, hopes rose 
for the first time in years that a ser- 
ious effort at banning A and H-bombs 
might be in the making. The current 
talks among the United States, Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union, also at 
Geneva, have been designed to follow 
up that encouraging lead. For the 
most part they have proceeded in the 
shadow of seemingly bigger news, and 
seldom 
have caught headlines. 
But 


now an clement has been injected 
which demands attention from us all. 
With great reluctance we must accept 
the fact that it casts grave doubt on the 
ultimate willingness of the Russians to 
agree to any kind of really effective 
nuclear lest ban—not to mention a 
general nuclear disarmament. The ele- 
ment is the veto. 


. RUSSIA HAS presented to the con- 


ferees a list of seven issues which it 
insists a nuclear control commission 
should have to agree upon unanimous- 
ly. 
A veto by either Russia, Britain 


or the United Slates would, under this 
plan) block control steps in any of these 
fields. 
The practical meaning of this 


is that the procedures proposed for 
policing a test ban could be hamstrung 
al every important stage. The Kremlin 
wants a veto over the hiring and firing 
of any technician needed to operate the 
detection system. It wants the right 
to say "no" on the sending of inspection 
teams to investigate possible sneak ex- 
plosions reported by the network of 
detection stations. 


IT WANTS THE privilege of bar- 


ring any action by the control commis- 
sion based on findings of inspection 
teams. 
And it wants the chance to 


block the making of any accusation by 
the commission that a nation has vio- 
lated the ban—or has even1 obstructed 
the commission's operations. With the 
memory of Russia's tens of vetoes in 
the United Nations still fresh, with the 
long record of armistice violations by 
the Communists in North Korea an 
equally forceful reminder, how can we 
imagine that anything but total ob- 
struction and subversion of a lest ban 
plan would follow if the veto were al- 
lowed? The Kremlin's veto proposition 
is a device cither to kill the Geneva 
talks outright or to produce a complete- 
ly .unenforceable and hence useless 
nuclear lest ban.

Even so, 
the institutional investor is mainly 
responsible for the current strength of 
the market. With a higher level of 
business coming, more 
institutional 


money should be available for invest- 
ment There may be a "shakeout" in 
February, but few experts forsee any 
early death of the present bull market 
trend.
